ization, a firm and lasting peace. 

“You know that the Soviet 
Union has put forward a pro- 
posal for genera! limitation of 
armaments.” Molotov told a din- 


ner of the Foreign Press Associ- | 


ations. “You know also that the 
United States supported this pro- 
posal and put forward certain 
additional proposals of its own. 

. “The United States is al. 
ready meeting the 
nosal and I declare in the name 
of the Soviet delegation that we 
are quite ready to walk forward 
and meet the United States in 
their proposal... 

“The United States and the So. 
viet proposals can be harmonized.” 

Molotov, Secretary 
Byrnes and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin were the chief 
speakers at the dinner. 

Byrnes, following up President

LONDON, Nov. 11—(#)—Military and civilian police mobilized 
Monday night to guard King George VI from any conceivable terrorist 
attacks when he rides in prewar pomp and splendor Tuesday to open 
the second session of Parliament since the Labor Party came to power. 


The precautions overshadowed 
the traditional King’s speech, 
Grafted by the Labor Govern- 
ment and expected to blaze new 
trails of nationalization and in- 
aorse what the Labor Party has 
heretofore opposed — peacetime 
conscription. 

From the time the King leaves 
Buckingham Palace at 10:30 a. m. 
($630 a. m. EST) in the state 
coach until he reaches the Houses 
of Parliament as the center of at- 
traction in a procession of prewar 
pageantry, guards in and out of 
umiform will patrol the crowds

Russia yesterday took a step long ex- 
pected. 

She entered the explosive Palestine 
problem with a demand that Britain give 
up her mandate and establish a free Pales- 
tine or turn it over t@ a United Nations’ 
trusteeship. 

This is a step long anticipated by those 
interested in the problem of that strife- 
torn land, the football of international 
politics in the Middle East. 


Coming as it does during “Balfour 
Month,” commemorating the Balfour Dec- 
laration of Nov. 2, 1917, in which the Brit- 
ish Government looked with favor on the 
establishment of a national home for Jews 
in Palestine, and the subsequent granting 
of a mandate to Britain for that specific 
purpose, the Soviet demand will cause the 
more interest and speculation. 


It could have the purpose of forcing a 
British decision. The Arabs, with a short- 
sightedness remarkable in this time of ob- 
vious Soviet plans, refuse to permit the 
British and Americans to work out any 


The South and the GOP 


It safely may be assumed the South 
will not be a “Whipping Boy” for the GOP 
during the next two years, as Gov.

But it will need friends to 
muster enough votes to override a presi- 
dential veto. It has found those friends 
in some of the Southern Democrats dur- 


ing the past two years. 


The Democrats now will find them- 
selves in even more of a powerful posi- 
tion for making trades. It safely may be 


- assumed the Republicans will not remove 


the pork barrel from Congress in the next 
two years. Indeed, they will butter the 
voters and pressure groups very liberally 
between now and 1948.

If the British were to declare an inde- 
pendent Arab state, it would precipitate a 
clash of peoples and international relation- 
ships. with the British Government which 
conceivably could mean the breaking up 
of the United Nations. 

An independent Jewish state would pre- 
cipitate a war in the Middle East unless 
the rulers of the feudal nations there rea- 
lize their present course has played into 
the Soviet program. 

This move by the Soviets should mean 
some decision on the part of Britain, either 
an unwelcome partition or a frank decision 
by the British to set up a Jewish homeland 
state. 

At any rate it is Britain’s move. 

Palestine is not hers. Yet, she includes 
it in her plans for Middle East defense, 
now she is committed to moving from 
Egypt. 

It is not an easy position, but the prob- 
lem is one that must be faced. 


They will need votes to override vetoes 
and the Democratic members will be able 
to exact what they want in behalf of their 
own favorite measures. 

So, there will be no lashing of the 
South for the next two years. 

It is possible, indeed probable, the 
FEPC will be adopted, since Republicans 
are pledged to it. But until the new mem- 
bers are analyzed no accurate guess may 
be made on that and other such political 
cat-o-nine-tails as anti-poll tax legislation 
and a Federal lynch law. 

Meanwhile, until the diverse elements 
of the Democratic Party resolve their is- 
sues and chart their course, the party 
must remain more or less in a state of sus- 
pended animation.

That it needs them no one denies. 


For until it gets them, it will continue 
a bankrupt party. 


Toward a Statewide Fence Law’? 


Commenting on the continuing trend 
toward fence laws in South Georgia, the 
Thomasville Times-Enterprise calls atten- 
tion to the fact that a State-wide fence 
law is being advocated in Florida. 

Thomas and Brooks have _ recently 
joined the progressive South Georgia coun- 
ties which have prohibited the free range 
of livestock and various districts in Grady 
County have also adopted such provisions. 

Pointing out that absence of fence 
laws results in damage to timber because 
of the burning of ranges to make them 
green for livestock, the Times-Enterprise 
Says: 

“In addition to this distinct menace, it 
is well known that cattle roaming on the 
streets and highways are a menace to 
traffic of all kinds. In Georgia it is par- 
ticularly so in some sections where there 
is a great deal of open land and there is 
guite as much in some parts of Florida 


also. The cattle live on the bermudaed 
shoulders of the highways and do not get 
out of the way for anything. The result 
has been a serious loss of life from that 
one source. If Florida ever makes a State 
law forbidding stock to roam the open 
lands, which is a no-fence condition, it 
will decrease timber losses and increase 
cattle values. South Georgia is in line 
with that thought and it is good to see 
that our people realize what cattle have 
to be if profitable and how useless it is 
to try and make any money on cattle 
that are turned loose and allowed to exist 
on wiregrass and the like.” 

Fence laws are traditionally a matter 
of local option in Georgia. But with post- 
war tourist travel soaring to unprece- 
dented heights, the State might well con- 
sider the possibility of measures to keep 
livestock off the rights of way of at least 
the principal highways.

George Googe, Southeastern AFL Director, issued a ringing 
demand for law enforcement and the capture and jailing of the 
thugs. 

All this violence was old stuff. 

What passed almost unnoted was the fact that the organizer 
was but technically a member of the AFL. 

He was a United Mine Worker member. 

The United Mine Workers are but technically affiliated with the 
American Federation, and Mr. Googe was hollering for his newest 
members. 

What happened was, in a sense, historic in that the thugs who 
set upon the organizer and attempted to kill him, or at least would 
not have minded had they committed a slight touch of murder, re- 
moved the curtain from a most interesting development in Southern 
labor developments. 


John L. Lewis is moving in on textiles. 

That will not be good news to the textile people who, 
while considering their own troubles severe enough, often have 
thanked God they were not operating a coal mine and dealing with 
John L. Lewis. 

John L. Lewis operates a catch-all union called “District 50.” 
An independent branch of it is the United Construction Depart- 
ment, originally aimed at AFL building trades, 

By design he has kept District 50 a mysterious sort of union. 
He did this first for the reason that it was really not making much 
progress. It was picking up small contracts here and there. But 
it was not too strong and its membership, compared with the AFL 
or the CIO, was relatively insignificant. 

So, it was good sense to keep it mysterious. 

Secondly, the psychological effect wks good. People always worry 
about the unknown. District 50 is the goblin that will “git you” 
if you don’t watch out. 


The District 50 people liked that, too. It worried people. 


H, t . The AFL has never done well in the textile field. For 
IStOrIc a long time it didn’t try. In 1934 they made a tre- 
mendous effort on a South-wide scale. 

They got many mills out with a “flying squadron” system, which 
was violent and met with violence. It also created an enormous 
store of public ill will. 

The campaign was very badly organized. Having got many tex- 
tile workers out, there was no effective plan to feed them or supply 
them with strike wages. The great mass of AFL unions were not 
interested in organizing textiles and the strike aborted. 

The textile worker always is a suspicious person, since for so 
long almost every man’s hand was against him, and this failure 
made him more so. The CIO people will say that this was one of 
the toughest barriers they had to overcome. 

The AFL textile union is the United Textile Workers of Amer-

This new idea, which you'll see when a picture called “Lady 
in the Lake” comes to your theater, was conceived and developed 
by Robert Montgomery, who is both star and director of the film. 

First let it be said that Montgomery, though the star, is seen 
only twice, briefly, in the entire film. That is, at the beginning and 
the end. His voice is heard throughout the film and he is even 


seen through his reflection in a mirror. But never directly. 
The idea is this. Montgomery tells the 


You Are the Hero story, in which he enacts the central role, 


by telling you what he saw and how he reacted. It is as if you 
became the hero in person. Well, no matter what your experience, 
you don’t watch yourself, do you? You see all the other characters 
but the most you see of yourself is your arm, when extended in 
front of you, a corner-of-the-eye glimpse of your legs or feet, and 
so on. 

So, in this picture, it is as though you, in the audience, lived it. 
So you can’t see yourself on the screen. Montgomery represents 
you, as the hero, so you don’t see him on the screen. You can see 
him in a mirror, just as you can see yourself in a mirror, but that 
is all. 

What would you see if some enemy suddenly punched you in 
the face? You’d see his fist, suddenly becoming so big, as it smashes 
into your face, it blots out everything else. Wouldn’t you? Well, 
in this picture, when the villain throws his fist into the face of the 
hero, he throws it at the camera, so that suddenly it fills the entire 
screen in a sort of blurred mass, just as though, through that screen, 
you got a punch in the face. 

There is a heroine in the picture, too. 
if there ever was one, plays the role. Of course, she kisses the 
hero, at times. But when she does, she kisses you, for you are the 
hero, through the personality of Montgomery, who is putting you 
in his place. So, the lovely Totter face comes close, fills the screen 
and you, in the audience, see only her great big lovely eyes and a 
little more of the surrounding features. And you can easily imagine, 
if you can imagine at all, that her soft red lips are pressed against 
yours. Oh, boy!

this effect is achieved by a new camera 
called the “Eye-Mo.” Studio abbrevia- 
tion for “Eye-Movement.” This is a camera strapped to the cam- 
eraman’s body by a special harness designed by Montgomery. The 
cameraman, his camera taking the place of the hero, follows the 
other characters all over the scene, wherever the script calls. Thus 
when Miss Totter has to kiss the hero, it is the camera against 
which she snuggles up. When the villain punches the hero’s face, 
he throws his fist right in the camera lens. 

The idea called for a lot of intricate technical maneuvers, in- 
cluding some drastic changes in set-lighting, some essential com- 
plications in handling the sound track, the recording of the dia- 
logue, etc. One of the hardest things to do, they said, was to follow 
Montgomery so he was not seen, but heard, and to show a glimpse 
of him in a mirror without showing the camera. 

You can imagine for yourself some of the problems they faced 
in making this pioneer film in a brand-new camera technique. To 
say nothing of it being, too, something brand-new in direction of a 


film.

GOP Primaries in South 
To Break Taft Hold 


WASHINGTON — Election of a Republican 
Congress officially opened the battle for the 
party‘’s 1948 presidential nomination. 

It has brought an interesting suggestion for reform in picking 
delegates from the South to the next national convention. 

This suggestion comes from the South, and is aimed at stopping 
the notorious trafficking in delegates in some Southern States, 
which is an open scandal. There is a lively over-the-counter trade 
in delegates among bosses who deal in hand-picked delegations 
known, colloquially, as “kept delegations.” 

Now comes Wilson Williams, Republican National Committeeman 
from Georgia, to suggest that this sort of traffic be stopped by 
holding preferential presidential primaries in the South at which 
candidates for the nomination could enter themselves for a popular 
test by ballot in Southern States. This has been discussed privately 
in Republican circles. 

Mr. Williams announced Georgia would hold a preferential pri- 
mary in 1948. 

The target of this campaign is Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, who 
has had control of a number of Southern State delegations through 
local bosses beginning with the 1940 convention when he was nosed 
out by Wendell L. Willkie.

W. Bricker, fellow Ohioan, for whom Sen. Taft stepped aside in 
1944. Sen. Taft is relying on the Southern delegations again for 
1948. John Marshall is busy as usual at his job in the South.

Mr. Williams suggested his plan in a public 
statement on the Republican victory in which 
he emphasized that, because of the party’s new responsibiity, it 
must not dissipate its energies in “battles for control of the 1948 
national convention by factions and ambitious individuals.” 

“These battles for control,” he said, “can be prevented if the 
leaders of the Republican party will adopt the simple measure of 
denying seats in the next national convention to delegates from the 
South, territories, insular possessions, and the District of Columbia, 
unless these delegates are selected as the result of presidential pref- 
erence primaries. 

“Reference to the history of the wars which have been waged 
over these delegates is unnecessary. The remedy is simple, effec- 
tive, fair, and equitable. If the majority of the Republicans and 
those who wish to become affiliated with the Republican party in 
these political subdivisions believe a candidate will make a better 
President than other candidates, they can simply vote for him in 
a primary. 

“As a result,

The Pigs Don't Like 
The Bowmen

a es ee A man may see a deer around nearly any 
% A>. bend in the road in the game preserve area of 
war SF - the Chattahoochee Forest, as was pointed out here 
yesterday. But to find the wild pig he must take to the wilder- 
ness and search out the coves and the remote ridges. The pigs 
do not like people and, unlike the deer, they have no curiosity 
about people and they do not come down the road to stand in the 
bushes to watch the hunters pass. They seem to think this is 
foolishness, which indeed it is. 

Even though they are not authentic wild boar, like the Prussian 
boar of the Big Smokies, but the descendants of once domesticated 
hogs which took to the woods years ago, they are very surly in 
their attitude toward the human race. They will even go so far 
as to attempt to chase hunters up trees, which ends disastrously 
for the pig when he attempts this with a rifle hunter, but works 
just fine when he is attempting to bulldoze, or pigdoze, a bow and 
arrow hunter. Archers go up trees like squirrels when a wild pig 
woofs at them. 


Puzzler In fact, one of the physical phenomenon which puzzles 

archers greatly is the strange thing that happens when 
they draw their bow at a pig which is coming in their direction. 
The bow, which they know to be nearly six feet in length, seems to 
shrink in their hands to the size of a toothpick, and the approaching 
pig swells up until he appears to be the size of a dinosaur. When 
this happens the archer discards his bow and goes up the nearest 
tree. Even so bold a bowman as Mr. Tommy Thompson, of At- 
lanta, who can split playing cards with an arrow, and even now 
is planning a trip to Alaska to shoot Kodiak bear with the bow, 
has had this strange thing happen to him. He spent an entire 
afternoon and the better part of an evening up an apple tree, hurling 
small gnarled apples and yelling “SOOIE” at a pig which did not 
like people, particularly archers. 

Now and then, of course, the pig meets his match, and confi- 
dence is restored to the whole breed of archers. The other after- 
noon, for instance, Mr. Frank C. Davis, an archer from Columbus, 
Ga., who, when he is not shooting bows and arrows, spends his 
time running little trains for children to ride on at carnivals, trudged 
into Camp Wahsega, in the Chattahoochee Forest, bearing a most 
noble pig which he had slain with his.bow. He had struck this 
pig with such force that the arrow had passed entirely through it 
amidships, so discouraging the pig that it made no effort to chase 
Mr. Davis up a tree. In fact, Mr. Davis was already on an ele 
vation that he considered safe against pigs, as he explained to the 
assembled archers as they gathered in the evening for their daily 
session of chewing over the day’s hunting and cutting off the shirt- 
tails of those who had missed. 


Setting It seems that Mr. Davis, who is a lone hunter, lfke an 

Indian, had gone deep into the area around Stovers 
Creek, which is a wild area of the hunting preserve, and about 9 
o'clock in the morning he had come upon an old house place, There 
were unmistakable signs that pig had been there, which encour- 
aged Mr. Davis, and another factor also pleased him. In the center 
of the clearing stood the remains of the old house. Its lower logs 
had crumbled down, and the roof, still sound, had settled to the 
ground. Mr. Davis, mounting the roof, noted with pleasure that 
its sides were so steep that a pig would have great difficulty 
reaching him in case it became angered. 

So Mr. Davis took up his stand within easy reach of this safe 
perch and composed himself. Soon a woofling and a grunting in 
the bushes told him that a pig was approaching and he nocked an 
arrow to the string. 

“I did not know,” said’ Mr. Davis, “whether I should flee to 
the rooftop first and shoot the pig from there, or whether I should 
shoot the pig and then flee to the rooftop. I was pondering this 
decision when suddenly the pig appeared. There was not one, but 
three of them, and in my excitement at seeing so much game all 
at once—a man is lucky to see one pig in a week’s hunting—I just 
started cutting loose. I remember thinking very quickly that I 
should shoot the smaller pig first, for if he should squeal, the 
larger hog, which I assumed to be his mother, would run to him 
to see what his complaint was, and I could get her before she had 
time to think of coming after me.” 


Barrage So Mr. Davis loosed an arrow at the smaller pig, but 

missed, and at the other smaller pig, which he hit, 
causing the pig to utter a loud, protesting grunt, but not injuring 
it fatally. His third arrow took the large pig just as it whirled 
to see what the trouble was and passed clear through it, feathers 
and all 

Whereupon Mr. Davis, an agile man for his 52 years, leaped to 
the rooftop for safety’s sake and there surveyed the scene. There 
was nothing there. The pigs had fled. So Mr. Davis sat there for 
some time, wondering whether or not he should come down and 
search for his arrows and thus run the chance of being ambushed 
by an angry pig, or whether he should stay where he was. Finally, 
somewhat nervously, he climbed down and, to his great delight, 
found in the bushes the carcass of the larger pig, deceased. 

He was so pleased by this, naturally, that he spent the rest of 
the day packing the remains of this pig four miles up the moun- 
tains and down the valleys and back to camp, where it could be 
seen and admired by all.

Our Kiss 
Is a Myth 


as practiced by and among Ameri- 
cans, supposed to be the greatest 
kissers in the world, has undoubt- 
edly been greatly misrepresented 
the past few years chiefly through 
the pictures that we see in the 


newspapers almost every day il- 
lustrating the return of the soldier. 


You can scarcely pick up a 
paper that does not carry a pic- 
ture of a man in uniform grap- 
pling with his wife. or sweetheart 
and too often the postures are so 
awkward and uncouth: that, but 
for the explanatory lines, they 
might give the impression that the 
parties concerned were trying to 
strangle each other. 

Once in a while you find a pair 
entwined in a manner that reflects 
credit on the osculatory artistry of 
our race and also considerable ex- 
perience on each side, that may 
cause both to do a little thinking 
later on, but in the main, the fond 
embrace that should be the height 
of delicate perfection seems clum- 
sy and contrived.

That reminds me that many a 
stage and screen guy got his kiss- 
ing reputation as much through 
the earnest co-operation of the par- 
ties he kissed as from his own 
efforts.

Atlanta in October, 1905. Mrs. 
Joseph Terrell was the First Lady 
of Georgia, and gave a reception 
for the First Lady of the Land 
at the Governor’s Mansion, then 
built on the Henry Grady Hotel 
site 

Hiere Mr. Harris went to join 
Mrs. Roosevelt and view the pass- 
ing parade headed by President 
Roosevelt and Gov. Terrell. A 
long brick walk led from Peach- 
tree Street to the front door of 
the mansion, wherein a feminine 
delegation stood ready to greet the 
renowned author of “Uncle Re- 
mus” and escort him into Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s presence with pomp 
and ceremony. 


ENTERS SIDE DOOR * 


But Mr. Harris willed otherwise. 
He avoided all the fuss and feath- 
ers by entering the side door on 
Cain Street, unnoticed and un- 
sung. He wore nicely pressed, 
striped trousers and carried his 
treasured broad- brimmed black 
felt hat and his trustworthy um- 
brella in his hand. 

He grinned and chuckled on 
being chided for eluding the at- 
tention centered on the most im- 
portant Atlantan of that day. Not 
once did he release his hold on 
his hat and umbrella: both went 
with him when he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt repaired to the balcony 
above the Peachtree Street door 
of the mansion to engage in per- 
sonal conversation apart from the 
reception guests. 

That same day, Mr. Harris went 
to the only official social func- 
tion he ever attended. President 
Roosevelt was honored at a lunch-

ing Club, and requested that Mr. 
Harris be seated next to him at 
the table. He acquiesced in the 
wish of the Chief Executive. Here 
it was that bashful Mr. Harris had 
to Jisten to President Roosevelt 
eulogize him by saying: “Georgia 
has given much to the nation, but 
she never has done more than 
when she gave Joel Chandler Har- 
ris to American literature.” 


ONIONS GIVEN AS EXCUSE 

Mrs. Julian, Marris, his daughter- 
in-law, lived next door to Wren’s 
Nest, the Harris home on Gordon 
Street in West End. She got him 
to promise he would come to the 
tea where only 10 women were 
invited. The party honored Alice 
Barber Stevens, outstanding illus- 
trator of her time, who wanted 
to meet the famous author, Very 
reluctantly, Mr. Harris put in his 
appearance, but stayed only a few 
minutes. When his daughter ask- 
ed why he left so soon, his blue 
eyes twinkled, he smiled and hu- 
morously replied: “I happened to 
remember I ate onions for dinner 
and I thought the odor might be 
offensive to the ladies.” 

He disclaimed credit for being 
a genius when his son, Lucien Har- 
ris, told him people spoke of him 
in that term. He said, “I am not 
a genius. I am just a hard-work- 
ing man trying to support my fam- 
ily.”” A whirl at Kalamazoo whist 
was the gseme he most enjoyed 
within the confines of his home. 
“The gift of gab” was his answer 
to what gift of mature he should 
like most to have. His real life 
heroines were women who loved 
their homes. His tastes were sim- 
ple, and he was as homey as corn- 
bread, potlikker and dumplins. — 


LIKED FESTIVALS 

He liked the Ice cream festivals 
held on the Wren’s Nest lawn to 
raise money to build St. Anthony’s 
Church, The colored lanterns, lit 
with candles and hanging from 
the trees, gave the festival a car- 
nival atmosphere. He liked to 
mingle with the church members, 
his neighbors and their children, 
and entered into the spirit of such 
things.

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his timidity, how he shunned 
strangers and everything social, J. 
K. Ohl was on pins and needles 
for fear, at the last moment, Mr. 
Harris would refuse to be his best 
man when he married Maude An- 
nulet Andrews in Washington, Ga. 

But, to thé everlasting surprise 
of everyone, he accompanied Mr. 
Ohl to the Georgia town. The con- 
tracting parties were associates of 
the author on The Atlanta Consti- 
tution. His fondness for them 
prompted him to keep his word. 
The Ohls were married in the 
Episcopal Church early in the 
morning in order to take the 
smokey, dingy train making con- 
nection with the main line only 
once during the day. 

Mrs. Harvey Phillips, then little 
Cora Toombs, of Washington, s..ys 
he visited her parents and recalls 
the thrill she had when the chil- 
dren went into the living room 
to meet the author of their favor- 
ite book. Mr, Harris was shy at 
first and so were the children, 
but after telling a story and teas- 
ing each in turn, they ended prac- 
tically in his lap. He gave the 
Toombs children one of his books, 
and on the fly leaf he wrote “To 
the beautiful children of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Henry Toombs.” 


SAMPLE OF HIS HUMOR 

A sample of his humor was re- 
vealed in the letter he wrote to 
his elder daughter, Lillian, off at 
school, 
Mrs. Lucien Harris, was the first 
grandson born at Wren’s Nest. 
She wrote to congratulate him on 
being a grandfather, and here is 
his heretofore unpublished an- 
swer: 

“You said something about my 
being a grandfather, but this is 
the way I look at this baby, too 
small and wrinkled to count. If 
I am to be one sure enough, I want 
to be the grandfather of some- 
thing I can find without hunting 
through a bundle of shawls and 
blankets.” 

Much against his will, he con- 
seated to give his daughter Lillian 
in marriage to Fritz Wagener, 
when. the ceremony took place at 
Wren’s Nest. His family persuad- 
ed him it was the thing to do, but 
he performed his duty in a hurry. 
He dreaded to walk through the 
crowd of people, so he fairly raced 
the bride to the altar at 9 o’clock 
that evening. 

Due to the caterer having pos- 
session of the kitchen to prepare 
the wed din g collation—not to 
mention the excitement caused by 
a wedding—the family was not 
seated at the table for supper. 
Come rain or shine, Mr. Harris

“He truly disliked publicity so 
much,” says Mrs. Wagener, “that 
his greatest ‘social activity’ was to 
go out the back door when he saw 
a stranger coming to the front 
door. Howevér, he loved his 
friends and the young people. He 
was kind, gentle, and charitable. 
Dad was an optimist and philoso- 
pher.” 


His children were free to have 
friends for meals. On Sunday 
afternoons, several young news- 
papermen connected with The 
Atlanta Constitution went to 
Wren’s Nest to talk with the Har- 
ris boys and their illustrious 
father. They always remained for 
supper. The extra leaves stayed 
in the dining room table long after 
the family group became smaller. 

Lucien Harris remembers one 
party his father instigated, par- 
ticipated in, and got a kick from 
one Christmas night. The daugh- 
ter of a wealthy West Ender in- 
vited the Harris boys to her fire- 
works party on that same Christ- 
mas night. After getting miffed 
with one of the boys she recalled 
her invitation. That aroused Mr. 
Harris’ dander. He determined 
his sons would not be disappoint- 
ed. He bought all the biggest 
Roman candles, skyrockets, pin- 
wheels, and firecrackers he could 
find in West End and Atlanta. 

It was a warm’December night, 
so Mr. Harris and his. boys 
“shucked” their coats better to 
wage the battle. The sky above 
Wren’s Nest looked like it was 
afire, and the neighbors came out 
on their verandas to watch the 
brilliant display. It completely 
eclipsed the poor little rich girl’s 
party and was the fireworks party 
to end all such events. Her boy 
friends. left her party and rushed 
over to watch the Harris boys and 
their father “shoot the works.” 

He accompanied Mrs. Harris to 
the silver wedding anniversary of 
their physician and his wife. He 
withstood the fuss the women 
made over him, listened to their 
chatter, remained until it was 
nearly over and confessed he rath- 
er enjoyed the affair. 

Although he was devoted to 
Capt. and Mrs. Evan P.. Howell, 
after Mrs. Harris persuaded him 
to go with her to their silver wed- 
ding reception, he failed to keep 
his promise. All went well until 
they reached the front gate. After 
hearing the music and seeing the 
throng of people through the win- 
dows, he succumbed to his nat- 
ural shyness and returned to his 
home, sweet home. 


CLACKETY-CLACKS HOME 

On a trip to New York with 
Capt. Howell, owner of The At- 
lanta Constitution, he went to the 
Tile Club banquet given in their 
honor, with many misgivings. The 
bigwigs in the publishing and lit- 
erary field were there, including 
Mark Twain. Self-effacing Mr. 
Harris couldn’t be induced to talk 
or tell a story. 


Some days later, another ban- 
quet invitation was received by 
the Atlantans. Capt. Howell got 
Mr. Harris to consent to attend. 
But his courage failed when he 
thought about the ordeal he went 
through at the Tile Club. He 
feared he might be called upon to 
make a speech. He couldn’t face 
it. The day the banquet was 
scheduled, Mr. Harris was a pas- 
senger on the train clackety-clack- 
ing toward Atlanta and the. pro- 
—— of the home he loved so 
well. 


While James Whitcomb Riley, 
the Indiana poet, was visiting Mr. 
Harris at Wren’s Nest, they, along 
with Frank L. Stanton, the Geor- 
gia poet, were invited to a smoker 
given by Atlanta club members. 
The celebrated trio accepted on 
condition they would not be called 
upon to “show off.” 


This compact was broken by 
the presiding officer, who asked 
Mr. Riley to recite “That Old 
Sweetheart of Mine.” Then Mr. 
Stanton was called upon to recite 
“The Bells of St. Michael.” Both 
refused. Mr. Harris’ wishes were 
respected. He was spared a re- 
fusal. When members were filling 
in with their impromptu talks, 
the congenial trio vanished from 


the scene without anybody being 


aware of their quiet withdrawal. 
After Mr. Harris’ death, a visi- 
tor who had known him wanted 
to stand beside his grave at West 
View Cemetery to pay deserved 
and silent reverence at his last 
resting place on Laurel Hill. As 
the visitor and this newspaperwom- 
an drew near the granite-hewn 
headstone, they heard a rustle em- 
anating from the _ § ivy-covered 
grave. Suddenly, a frightened lit- 
tle rabbit emerged from the green- 
ery, and scampered up the hill. Is 
it too imaginative to believe that 
Brer Rabbit, whose sayings and 
capers he wrote about so cleverly 
in life, was keeping vigil over 
Joel Chandler Harris in his eternal 
sleep?

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—(/)— 
President Truman used the Armis- 
tice Day holiday to urge a truce 
in labor-management warfare so 
the American economy, now large- 
ly free from controls, may func- 
tion on all cylinders. 


Meanwhile, OPA Administrator 
Paul Porter called in key aides 
to help with what he termed the 
“pick and shovel work” of liqui- 
dating the price agency. Nearly 
all wage ceilings, and all wage 
controls were abolished over the 
weekend. 

The White House support of an 
armistice between labor and man- 
agement came during the first 
post-election news conference 
when a reporter asked Mr. Tru- 
man whether he favored such sug- 
gestions. 

The President said it was just 
what he had been urging since 
August, 1945, when the war ended. 

Many officials expect OPA, the 
Civilian Production Administra- 
tion and other surviving war 
agencies to be lumped into a single 
agency. Porter said this action 
“has not been crystalized as yet” 
and probably would be cecided 
by the Federal Budget Bureau. 

The OPA chief also disclosed 
that eight regional heads knew as 
early as last Friday that most 
price controls would be lifted. 
President Truman in his arnounce- 
ment credited Porter with suggest- 
ing the final sweeping remoyal of 
price ceilings. 

The President said that “Porter 
“has advised me that, with so 
much of the economy freed from 
price control, clinging to the rest 
would, in his judgment, lead to 
distortions in production and di- 
version of goods to an extent far 
outweighing any benefit that 
could be achieved.”

Georgia Is Third, 
Tech /th in Poll

NEW YORK, Nov. 11—(AP)—The nation’s sports writers 
had just as much trouble today deciding whether Army or 


| Notre Dame was the best team in the country as the Cadets 


and Irish had in finding out themselves last Saturday—and 
when the shooting stopped, the “experts” gave it to Army in 
the closest kind of photo finish. 


Forced to split out the two 
nm.ightiest moleskin machines in 
collegiate gridding after their 
scoreless thriller of last week end, 
the writers apparently went on the 
old sports theory that “a champ is 
a champ until he’s beaten.” Asa 
result, they voted the Army in 
front by exactly 34 points in what 
was probably as hot a battle of 
ballots as the weekly Associated 
Press poll has ever come up with 
in all its years. 

Altogether, 143 sports writers 
from Coast to Coast—and the 
Stars and Stripes sports editor in 
Germany for good measure—went 
to the ballot box with their selec- 
tions for the top ten teams in the 
nation. Of these, Army drew 57 
undisputed first-place votes to 31 
forehe Fighting Irish, who put the 
first mark in three years on the 
Cadets’ careening three-year-long 
perfect record last Saturday. And, 
hitting a new high for the poll, 36 
writers. voted for a first-place 
deadlock between the two teams, 
unable to see it one way or the 
other. 

Basing the count on the usual 
system of 10 points for a first-place 
ballot, 9 for a second, 8 for a 
third, etc., Army finished with its 
narrow edge of 1,300'% points to 
1.266% for Notre Dame. The rest 
of the field was far out of it, al- 
though Georgia’s unbeaten, untied 
Bulldogs, coming fast in the 
stretch, showed even more power 
than a week ago in holding onto 
the third spot in the ranking. 

The 19 first place votes the 
Cadets and Irish didn’t get were 
tossed to the country’s only major 
undefeated, untied outfits—Geor- 
gia and the University of Calli- 
fornia at Los Angeles. The Bull- 
dog picked up 12 of them, half 
a dozen more than they had last 
week, and the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference pace-setters collected 
seven, four more than their top- 
spot vote of a week ago. 

Drawing ‘“‘mentions” on the bal- 
lots all the way from first to 
tenth place, the Bulldogs piled up 
a third-place total of 1,061% 
points, while the UCLANS held 
onto fourth with 827. 

The 7-0 tumble of Rice before 
Arkansas after its stratospheric 
success over Texas, tumbled the 
Owls all the way out of the top 
10, enabling Pennsylvania's pon- 
derous Quakers, who only have to 
face Army next Saturday, to 
climb from ninth to fifth place 
in the poll with 646 points, as a 
result of their 41-6 romp over Co- 
lumbia. 

Texas, thumping Baylor, held 
onto sixth place with 531 points, 
as Georgia Tech moved up to 
seventh by joining the not-so-ex- 
clusive list of teams which have 
whipped Navy. Tennessee, nosing 
out Missisippi, dropped from 
seventh to eighth, and Illinois 
moved up from tenth to ninth. 
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Replacing Rice fn the select set 
was a second Western Conference 
member, the Michigan Wolverines, 
who returned to the fold by tak- 
ing tenth place as a result of 
their 55-7 mauling of Michigan 
State.

Battle Marks 
Armistice 
Day in UNO 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 
1l1—(UP)—Soviet Russia chal- 
lenged Great Britain Monday to 
give strife-torn Palestine inde- 
pendence or a United Nations 
trusteeship. 

Armistice Day at the UNO 
meeting was marked by one of the 
hottest battles yet as Soviet Am- 
bassador Nikolai Novikov accused 
the United States, Great Britain 
and South Africa of delay, incon- 
sistency and charter violations on 
trusteeship. Delegates of those 
three nations issued blistering 
counterattacks. The flow of heat- 
ed words from the “peacemakers” 
was not interrupted for the tradi- 
tional two-minute silence in honor 
of war dead. 

Novikov in a speech of nearly 
one hour to the Trusteeship Com- 
mittee, said that Britain’s failure 
to propose a trusteeship for Pal- 
estine raised the question of what 
reasons the British might have for 
“avoiding” such action. British 
Delegate Ivor Thomas, in a state- 
ment issued after the speech, said 
Britain could take no action on 
Palestine until after the Anglo- 
American inquiry and negotiations 
with Arab and Jewish leaders. 

The Soviet Ambassador accused 
American Delegate John Foster 
Dulles of “inconsistency” in ask- 
ink that the Committee defer de- 
bate on the question of who are 
“states directly concerned” with 
trusteeship agreements. Dulles, in 
a statement to the press within a 
few minutes after Novikov’s 
speech, accused Russia of prefer- 
ring to enter “a legal morass 
which .will jeopardize the estab- 
lishment of the trusteeship sys- 
tem.” 

Novikov described the Union of 
South Africa’s proposal to annex 
Southwest-°Africa as a “flagrant 
violation” of the UNO Charter 
and said Russia must reject the 
proposal, Field Marshal Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts, South African pre- 
mier, later called Novikov’s state- 
ment an “insult to South Africa” 
and a “piece of crude propaganda 
intended to influence only the un- 
informed and unthinking.” 


U. S. To Release Boats 
On Danube, Byrnes Says 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11—(UP)— 
Secretary of State James F. Byrnes 
announced to the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers Monday that the United 
Stctes would return more than 
400 Danube River craft held in 
the American occupation zones in 
Germany and Austria, to their 
four Russian-bloc owners. 

Byrnes made his announcement 
at an afternoon session of the Big 
Four after Foreign Minister Via- 
cheslayv Molotov’ accused this 
country of keeping the craft as a 
means of economic pressure on 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania 
and Yugoslavia, the owners. 

At the same meeting British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
tried vainly to open the whole 


question of withdrawal of Russian 
troops from Balkan countries. 

Molotov sharply rejected his try. 
He told Bevin he was not ready to 
discuss the question and would 
have to consult Russian Army 
leaders before he did so. 

Both of the day’s meetings were 
stormy. 

At the morning session a British 
demand that Greece be given ter- 
ritorial concessions at the expense 
of Bulgaria caused a British-Rus- 
sian clash and brought from Molo- 
tov a threat to ask territory from 
Greece in Bulgaria’s behalf. 

Despite their disputes, the Big 
Four completed their preliminary 
survey of all five axis peace trea- 
ties, of which they are writing the 
final text—for Italy, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland.

Fertilizer Men 
Open Parley 
Here Today 


If you want to know how much 
money a Georgia farmer made on 
his crop last year, ask him how 
much fertilizer he plans to buy 
in 

That tip comes from Maurice H. 
Lockwood, President of the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association. In 
Atlanta for the 20th annual con- 
vention of his group, Lockwood de- 
Clared yesterday, “Fertilizer sales 
are a pretty accurate index of 
farm prosperity.” 

Since farmers in this country 
bought 14 million tons of fertilizer 
last year—almost double prewar 
purchases and a nine percent in- 
crease over fertilizer production 
of the previous year—greatly in- 
creased farm income is indicated. 
Lockwood hopes to see the figure 
rise in 1947, but he warns Geor- 
gians to buy early. 

“Experts believe more fertilizers 
will be needed for crops to be 
harvested in 1947 than were used 
even for the bumper crops of 
1946,” he pointed out. “A farmer’s 
chances of getting his fair share 
a year are good—but the in- 

dustry has to make exports to 
meet Government commitments to 
UNRRA famine relief and use in 
occupied territories. This may 
cause drafts in our supplies.” 

Approximately 300 delegates 
from throughout the United States 
will open a two-day Association 
convention at the Biltmore today, 
with a discussion of legislative 
proposals which they fear “would 
put the Federal Government in 
the fertilizer business.” 

Lookout explained the industry 
is bitterly opposed to “powerful 
farm lobbyists” seeking passage 
of bills under which the Federal 
Government would make available 
to farmers free fertilizer experi- 
mentation and demonstration.

Director of the ri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Au- 
burn, Ala.: C. Lassetter, of 
Memphis, Tenn.. Editor of the 
Progressive Farmer: Dr. L. D.

C.; L. C. Porter, Chief of the Fer- 
tilizer Division of the U. S. Pro- 
duction and Marketing Division, 
and C. R. Megee, of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads.
